Desperate Characters Bing as They 


Bore Wall at Georgetown, Del., Jail. 


One Hurt and Is Caught. 


Georgetown, Del., July l l . —Chiseling 
their way through a five-foot wall, five 
prisoners, 
four 
of 
them 
desperate 
characters watting trial for various 
charges, 
Including murder, made a 
sensational escape from the county 
Jail here. 
Making their way to the top of the 
wall surrounding the prison, the men, 
willing to risk life and limb to get 
away, leaped twenty-two feet to the 
street below. 
One of them was so 
badly injured th a t be was unable to 
regain his feet and was captured. The 
other four dashed wildly through the 
town, leaving their pursuers in the 
rear, and have not yet been captured. 
Armed Pease Out. 
A posse led by Deputy Sheriff Hud­ 
son, heavily arm ed, is in pursuit, hut 
there is little chance of the prisoners 
being captured, because of the many 
dense woods which offer them a place 
of ahelter. 
The escape caused the 
g reatest 
excitem ent 
throughout 
the 
county, and in addition to the sheriff’s 
posse, farm ers and others have joined 
In the search, ae it is feared that in 
their wild desire to get away they may 
resort to crime. 
The jail delivery was accomplished 
in the absence of Sheriff West and 
Deputy Sheriff Hudson.'both of whom 
bad left town on business. The only 
person on guard at the time 
was 
Jailer Tim othy West. who bad observ­ 
ed nothing that would lead hint to sus­ 
pect th st the prisoners were contem 
plating an escape, although It Is now 
known that they bad been planning to 
escape for more than two week*. 
To avoid the attention that would be 
attracted by their 
chiseling of the 
wall, th e prisoners had been contin 
ually singing during the afternoon* 
and evening* for two weeks. 
It had been rem arked by some of 
the 
townspeople that the prisoners 
were up to some mischief, and their 
escape explains their joviality. 
One of the escaped men is Bill T u r­ 
pin. Indicted for m urder at

The others are Bara Brooks. George 
Steward. Tom Quale* and (•'rank Kir­ 
by. All are colored.

West forced Kirby to surrender after 
be was injured as the result of hts 
jump. 
It I* believed the chisel was 
smuggled in to the prisoners by vis­ 
itors who had called some tim e ago. 
Several other

prevented 
from 
escaping by Jailer 
West, who leveled a revolver at them 
and threatened to kill the first man 
who attem pted to »queeze through the 
opening in the wall. This was the 
mean* of taking the nerve out of the 
desperate 
prisoners, who wert then 
shackled and placed In a steel cell.

Brookins Tolls of Ssnsatlon Experi­ 


enced In Thrilling Flight 6175 Feet 


Over the Ocean. 


Atlantic City, July ll,*—Despite the 
protests of Aero club officials, who ad 
vised against a flight over the white 
caps, too rough to even allow a life­ 
boat to stay off shore, Glenn Curtiss 
made an exhibition flight to sea rather 
than disappoint the big crowd who 
had stood patiently along the board­ 
walk and on the beach for hours in 
hopes of getting a peep st an airship 
In action. 
The flight lasted but five minutes, 
but 
was a lively exhibition of suc­ 
cessful Hying, the squally breeze tip­ 
ping the plane dangerously as Curtiss 
(lesctHied circles over the breakers 
The crowd cheered the plucky exhibi­ 
tion. 
Walter Brooking hero of the 6175 
foot flight Into the air, made no a t­ 
tempt to go upward, having received 
by wire from the W right brothers a 
refusal to allow their machine to g*> 
into the air on Sunday. 
Brookins has arranged a spectacular 
Hight, with Frank Coffyu and himself 
together in the big Wright 
plsne. 
C’offyn will probably drive on the trip, 
during which the two expect to make 
the entire circuit of the city. 
Brook­ 
ins Is still the aero hero of the resort, 
ami thousands waited for hours to get 
a g lim p se of the plucky youngster who 
made the new altitude record of 6175 
feet. 
Brookins had entirely recovered and 
smiled over bls thrilling experience 
when bis engine s t u p i d nearly 6000 
feet In the a4r. "I feel fine,” he said. 
"Of course, the strain on my nerves 
was terrific, but I was all right after 
a few hours’ sleep. When I landed I 
had a splitting headache from the 
rush through the air, as I came down 
without power, but I never felt any 
real fear until I was forced to make 
my last sharp turn at high speed to 
prevent my n m bine dashing me into 
the ocean, lf my supply of gasoline 
had held out I firmly believe I could 
have added several hundred feet to 
the record of which I am proud. 
m “ My greatest fear during the trip 
was that I would not bo able to swing 
far enough out to sea to allow the en 
glneers to get my m easurem ents after 
my gasoline gave out. I realized when 
I heard my cylinders begin to pound 
that I had only a few seconds to stay 
at the altitude which I had reached, 
and I simply swung out on the level 
until I was sure that I had crossed 
the mesNurtng line and then get iiack 
to earth the best way I <ouid. The ma 
chine behaved splendidly, both on the 
tong climb and while I was tearing 
down through the air at a speed that 
must have reached close to IOO miles 
an hour at the swiftest point.” 
Brookins declared that in spite of 
the heavy sw eater coat and gloves 
which he wore he was nearly frozen 
during his stay above 4000 feet. 
* People thought me crazy when they 
saw me bundled up. but I ueeded every 
bit of clothing before I cam e down," 
be said.

Summer xtteutlou of grapeviues con­ 
stat* of pi(K*bing off any branches that 
are not wauled so as to get foliage 
evenly distributed. There will always 
be a tendency for the viues to make 
more branches and growth at the top 
so that everything should be dune to 
correct as much us t»osslble sud luducs 
growth at the bottom. 
Wbeu the laterals show the buucbes 
pinch off the end. always leaving a 
leaf beyond the bunch of grapes. Tbs 
brunch 
will 
continue 
to 
grow 
by 
throwing out a shoot at the axil of the 
leaf wbeu (he same operation should 
be repeated tieyoud the next leaf pro­ 
duced 
lu this way all the strength will go 
to the fruit and excess of foliage aud 
growth will lie prevented. 
This an rn mer pinching will reduce 
the winter pruning very matertcLiy. 
but it 
will always be necessary to 
prune off the branches that have borne 
the grapes. Just leaving the verite*! 
canes, cutting the branches back erery 
winter 
The work Is pleasant and very aint- 
pie. A little study will enable any on* 
to grasp the principles.

the tietter quality of grapes that will 
tie produced the gr*|»e arbor* will be a 
much more pleasing object than (bey

east I’d much prefer to buy eastern to 
western la ml*.
